Sortie people believe in salvation by works. 
Other people believe in salvation bv Public Works. 
There is a vital distinction here, for the practice 
of salvation by Public Works frequently excuses 
individuals front saving themselves by their own 
efforts.

Ken­ 
tucky and even along the lower Mississippi every 
Spring if it could be made a reality. 
The reason why the project is judged feasible 
by some engineers is that normally the Ohio 
River, at the mouth of the tributary Beaver 
River, is HO feet higher than the level of Lake 
Erie.

The 
engineers’ proposition is to create five spillway 
tunnels that would harmlessly discharge flood 
water into the Great Lakes at a rate of 27,646 
cubic feet per second per tunnel.
